THE: SINEWS OF PEACE. 

At the-first' session of the Security 
‘and Arbitration Committee at. Ge- 
peva on Monday the British dele- 
gate, the lately created Lord CusH- 
ENDUN, caused a flutter by a new 
plan to prevent the outbreak of war.

JOHN Mui in his description of 
the forests of: Yosemite Park:said of 
the gigantic sugar pines, the finest 
stands of which aré now threatened 
with destruction : 

No traveler; whether a tree lover 
or not, will ever forget his first 
walk.in a sugar-pine forest. The 
Majestic crowns approathing’ one 
‘another~make a glorious ‘canopy, 
through the feathery .arches of 
which the sunbeams pour, silver- 
ing the needles and gilding the 
stately columns and the ground 
into.a.scene of enchantment. 

In .another passage he speaks of 
this particular tree as intimately 
associated .with. noble. companions 
but as towering above them “in 
glorious majesty” on every, hill, 
ridge and plateau from one extrem- 
ity of the range to the other, :“ the 
“largest, noblest and most beauti- 
“ful of all-the- seventy. or eigtity 

“ species of ‘pine treés in ‘the world, 
“and of all conifers second only to 
“ King Sequoia.”

lished in yesterday’s TimMEs it would 
appear that the National Forest 
Service.is party. to a.proposed.-ex- 
change Which will leaye two of the 
most famous groves of these trees 
at the mercy of the sartie forces 
which have wrought nearly destruc- 
tion and . desolation—the ‘private 
lumber companies. There are oflier | 
groves within the park to be sire, 
but these two lie within the present 
boundary of the ‘National Park, and 
are of such magnificent proportions 
that they should not be sacrificed 
even to secure some other: coveted 
aréa. People in the United States 
who by millions now travel great 
distances in their own cars and visit 
their .National Parks will. wonder 
why, the Government finds.it nec- 
essary to engage in this'sort of bar- 
ter. If ‘this .majestic reservation 
needs to be rounded out, that should 
be made’ possible without parting 
with the monumental trees’ within 
its present bounds. 

ROBERT UNDERWOOD JOHNSON’S 
letter in anothér column recalls the 
struggle that was made over a long 
period of years to establish this Na- 
tional ‘Park’ and protect it against 
the aggression of private or purely 
local interests. It is obviously nec- 
essary to renew the vigilance which 
has kept so muth, of Whit ‘natiire 
has wrought throfigh cénturies from 
destruction by thé hand. of man.

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-A BY-PASS HIGHWAYS PLAN. 

The through-traffic problem in the 
larger cities may be in part solv 
by such by-pass highways as the 
Regional Planning Federation of the 
Tri-State. District. (Delaware, New 
Jersey .and~ Pennsylvania) --recor- 
mends after a three -years’ study. 
Hmamrs. BELLoc, declaring’ that “ if 
“we do not reform our mdin roads 
“ we shall handicap ourselves against 
“ our competitors,” observes: 

The general rule in history is that 
a city having reached its highest 
point of wealth becomes. congested, 
refuses ‘to accept its only remedy, 
and passes on = ‘cofgestion to 
decay. 

This may be- sppiiea in principle 
to our cities of the first class, Man- 
hattan has lost population to Brook- 
lyn and the Bronx in the last twenty 
years. One reason’ may -be , the 
density of street congestion, some- 
times amounting to stagnation. If 
Manhattan were not surrounded by 


yrater, relief migh*t have been accom- 


plished byconstructing by-pass high- 
ways. Seven such major highways 
are proposed for the Tri-State Dis- 
trict. Chairman Groree S. WEBSTER 
says: 

They will provide more direct, 
more convenient and more expedi- 
tious movement of vehicular traffic 
largely through the avoidance of 
the congested districts. The aim in 
recommending these by-pass routes 
is not to divert any business from 
the larger cities, but merely to’ di- 
vert through traffic. Such traffic 
adds nothing to the income of the 
cities through. which‘ it passes and 
only serves to clog up the local 
busifiess in the centres of the cities 
as it weaves its way in and out 
again.

“River Group” in ‘Congress Hears 
its Committee” Report for Local 
Share in Costs of Control. 


WASHINGTON, ° Feb. © 21.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is opposed to the Reid 
flood control bill, holding’ that ‘it 
would ‘entail experidittire of more 
than $1,500,000,000, and that it is 
not wisely conceived legislation. 

His opposition is represented as so 
strong as to indicate that he would 
veto a measure sent to him embody- 
ing anything like the plan or expen- 
diture proposed in the pending bill. 


In’ thé opinion of the President, the’} 


bill presented to the House is im- 
practical, unsound in conception and 
too inclusive. It is not confined en- 
tirely to the Mississippi disaster, and, 
in his opinion; is framed to cover all 
the rivers between’ the Appalachian 
ranges and the Rocky Mountains. 

Its. enactment, the ‘President be- 
lieves,. would. represent the Rrontent 
expenditure the Government has un- 
dertaken except in the World War. 


Opposed to Commission. 


The President’s opposition is not 
confined to the all-inclusive features 
but extends to many other provi- 
sions. Creation of a new commission 
to direct flood -control plans and 
assess the expenditures on the States 
and localities is.objectionable to him, 


as is the proposal for the construc- 
tion of gauge leveis. 

His conclusion is that the Reid 
measure. would not offer any» more 
protection to the flood section than 
the Administration plan evolved by 
Army engineers, and that it would 

mes as much. 

The President thinks that the Reid 
bill is laden with an appeal to those 
States with tributaries to the Missis- 
sippi, regarding the provision that 
levees shall be built along the tribu- 
taries, as well as along the Missis- 
sipni River, in that light. 

The plan is viewed Dy him as. rep- 
resenting an attempt enlist Con- 
gressional support rather than being 
directed to the construction of neces- 
eory protection on the Mississippi 
River. 

President Coolidge has never 
shown more opposition to a measure 
tegen in Congress than he has to 
his, except; pr haps, the Soldiers’ 
Bonus bill. is interest is repre- 
sented as twofold, first, to get proper 
legislation for the affected region, 
and, second, to conserve the fiscal 
resources of the Government. 


Conferring on a New Bill. 


He desires to see adequate flood- 
control plans provided and all other 
propositions taken care of at this ses- 
sion, but without wiping out a sur- 
plus and making tax reduction im- 
possible, it is said. 

He has cautioned Congre.3 that 
tax reduction rests with that body 
and he does not intend to veto what 
he: regards as proper legislation. 

The President has been conferring 
with House leaders and others inter- 
ested in flood control, hoping to 
work out a bill that would be prac- 
ticable and at the same time not 
involve a total outlay in excess of 


000,000. 

He has instructed Major Gen. Ed- 
Jadwin of the army engineers 
revise the Administration bill, 

especially with respect to a new 
plan for fixing the amount of 
money to be contributed by the local 
communities, which was 20 per cent. 
in the original plan.
